Ruins of the destroyed 
warehouse were covered by a de- 
tail from the 107th Engineer Com- 
bat Battalion at last summer's en- 
campment. Spence Brothers, 
Saginaw contractors, were award- 
ed the contract for thé ‘new struc- 
ture. 

The warchouse will contain fa- 
cilities for receiving and shipping 
all types of military eqiipment by 
truck or rail, and for storage, 
sorting and handling of individu 
and organizational clothing and 
equipment, both State and Federal. 


It is expected to be ready for use 
sometime in June. in plenty of 
time for next summer's encamp- 
ment. 

The $40,000 in federal funds has 
been requested to cover the many 
miscellaneous but important jobs 
connected with placing the camp 
site and equipment in condition 
for the summer encampment. A 
break down of the request for fed- 
eral funds includes the following 
items: :

Spring To Bring Renewed - 


Activity At Camp Grayling 
Plan $40,000 Project 


To Rehabilitate Site 


With the coming of spring, work 
is expected to proceed with re- 
newed vigor at Camp Grayling to 
place the camp site in usable con- 
dition for the 1948 encampment of 
the Michigan National Guard, it 
was: announced recently by the 
adjutant general’s office. 

Already construction is under 
way on a new warehouse being 
built to replace thé one destroyed 
by fire on the evening of March 
3b, 1946, and warmer weather is 
expected to sce new activities 
started in connection with ready- 
ing the Hanson State Military 
Reservation for the 7,000 troops 
who are scheduled to arrive here 
on August-7. for the-annual 1)-day 
encampment of the army units: of 
Michigan National Guard. 

The job of placing Camp Gray- 
ling in usable condition for the 
coming summer will be paid for 
from funds supplied by both the 
federal and state military estab- 
Hshments. Colonel Ray E. Cotton, 
U. S. prouey and disbursing of- 
ficer for Michigan, has requested 
approximately $40,000 in 
funds from Fifth

quarters ot Chicago for the re- 
habilitation of present buildings 
and equipment and the construc- 
tion of new. 

The new warehouse. a single 
story structure, 161 feet by 221 
feet in size, is being built with 
funds of the State Military Estab- 
lishment. Approximate cost of 
the new building is $195,000, of 
which $20,000 will pay for the 
equipment in the structure. Con- 
structed of cement block and com- 
position roof, the new_warehouse 
is being erected on a site just east 
of the garage on the east side of 
the railroad spur on the camp 
grounds.
